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Participation of Midwest in world! 
trade urged by Institute speaker

“In developing foreign. trade, 
you are doing something for all 
the people—you are bringing pros- 
perity to the nation!” 

That is way, according to A. M. 
Strong, vice. president of the Amer- 
ican National Bank and Trust of 
Chicago, it is so important for 
businessmen to engage in world 
trade. 


Strong was guest speaked at the 
dinner Tuesday which closed the 
World Trade Institute series at the 
university. « 

Foreign trade is even more vital 
to Nebraskans than to citizens of 
many other states, he declared. For 
our whole economy is based on 
only one thing: agriculture. . 

Urges statistical compilation 


Foreign commerce would help to 
stabilize our economy and keep 
us from depending too much on 
farm prices for prosperity, Strong 
pointed out. 


Strong outlined two ways in 
which expansion of foreign com- 
merce can be aided in the Midwest: 

1. Compile statistics on our 
overseas exports and imports and 
circulate them. This would enable 
other countries as well as our- 
selves to know just what we are 
doing in this field. 

2. Promote the education of our 
own people in foreign trade. The 
press should take a leading part in 
this development, he declared. In 
this connection, he praised OU for 
its promotion of coordination be- 
tween business and higher educa- 
tion.

In concluding his talk, Strong 
urged all business, large or small, 
to participate in world trade. He 
pointed out how easy it is for any 
concern, to enter, this field. And 
“anything produced here can be ex- 
‘ ported,” he asserted. 

The banquet itself stressed the 
international motif. The waitress- 
es, members of the Home Econom- 
ics Club, wore. costumes represent- 
ing. various countries all over the 
globe.
